He 
was the eldeſt Son of Frederick Spanheim, ſometime 
Divinity-Profeſſor at Leyden, but a Native of Am- 
berg, in theUpper- Palatinate,where Ezekiel had hisEdu- 
cation. When he grew up, Charles Lewis, Elector Pala- 
tine, Brother to the Princeſs Sophia of Hanover, whoſe 
Subject he was, appointed him Governour of his only 
Son Charles, who was afterwards Elector Palatine, and 
the laſt of theProteſtantReligion ; and as Monſ. Span- 
heim was then but in the 27th Year of his Age, the 
Choice the Elector made of him for ſo great a Truſt, 
is a convincing Proof that he had already diſcover'd 
in him an extraordinary Merit. He was ſince em- 
ploy'd by that Prince in important Negotiations, 1n 
ſeveral Courts of Europe; and the late Elector of 
Brandenburgh, Frederick William, invited him into his 
Service, and conferred on him the Dignity of his 


Miniſter of State. He was alſo employ'd by that 


Prince as his Envoy to ſeveral Courts, and Pleni- 
potentiary in ſeveral Treaties; and ſent by his pre 
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ſent Majeſty, the King of Pruſſia, his Ambaſſador 
Extraordinary to the Court of Great- Britain, where 
he reſided about Nine Years. 

His exemplary Morals, Piety, and Charity, gain'd 
him the Love and Veneration of all good Men : 
But he was particularly lamented by all the Foreign 
Miniſters reſiding here; who, both on the Account 
of his great Knowledge in the Civil Law, and 
Laws ef Nations, and his conſummate Experience 
look'd on him as their Preſident ; and never fail'd 
conſulting him on all Occaſtons, wherein the Dig- 
nity, Honour, and Priviledges of their Characters 
were concern'd. On the other Hand, his wiſe and 

rudent Carriage gain'd him the Eſtcem of all the 
— near whom he reſided: The King of France, 
who, (to do him Juſtice, tho' an Enemy) mult be 
allow'd to be a good Judge of Merit, was much 
delighted with his Converſation; and Her Britan- 
nick Majeſty had fo great an Eſteem for him, that 
beſides the particular Marks of Favour, which on 
many Occaſions, ſhe beſtow'd upon him, when 
alive, ſhe was ſtill generouſly pleas'd to honour his 
Memory, by giving to his only ' Daughter ( the

* Thus it appears, That in Affairs of War, not 
to mention others, Hope and Appearance are not 
* always the right Meaſure of Succeſs, and that 
* ſometimes how unpromiſing ſoever they may be, 
vet great and advantageous Events enſue thereupon. 
The Beginning of this State affords many Inſtances 
of the Truth of this Obſervation, and namely, 
* when with 24 ſmall Ships got together in Confuſi- 
* on, and which ſcarce deſerved any Conſideration, 
* the farſt Foundations of the Liberty of the Coun- 
try were laid: When after the taking of the Iſland 
a =; Schowen, and the interrupting of the mutual 
* Communication between Holland and Zealand, to- 
* gether with ſeveral other diſmal Circumſtances of 
* thoſe Times; yet the Affairs were maintained 
and ſoon changed for the better: And when after 
* the Separation of the Walloon Provinces from the 
the others, the Country was without any Support 
* from Abroad, and the Affairs at Home in great 
* Diſorder ; nevertheleſs, the Union of Utrecht pro- 
* duced ſuch advantageous Effects for the erecting 
* of this State. But not to mention any other In- 
* ſtances of the like Nature of a freſher Date, and 
* take Notice only of thoſe relating to the preſent 
* War, how little hope had People at firſt to op- 
* poſe, with Succeſs, the Enemy, who after the

* reſpeCt to all the Parts and Dominions of that 
Kingdom, and which had effectually ſecur d wk 
the 
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WV © the Spaniſh Netherlands, a good Part of the beſt 
i — . Ven States in Garriſon therein, and got 

* Poſſeflion of the neighbouring Fortreſſes in 
Countries of Liege and Cologne, and all this before 
the High, Allies were arm'd and united together; 
* nay, while ſome of them were in open Diviſion 
about Private and Domeſtick Concerns. How- 
© ever, theſe great Difficulties have been furmount- 
* ed by the Zeal and unmoveable Courage and 
* Firmneſs of your High Mightineſſes and your Al- 
© lies, and with the Blefling of God, great and 
* wonderful Advantages have been obtain'd againſt 
ſo powerful an Enemy. How little was jt expected 
in the firſt Year of this War, that the great Danger 
© to which Two of the Provinces of this State were 
expos d, through the Enterprizes of the Enemy on 
their Frontiers, ſhould be diſſipated and remov'd 
by the Conqueſts of the Upper Quarter of Gelder- 
* land, and the Places along the Maeze up to Liege 
* incluſively ? Who could likewiſe promiſe himſelf 
© in the 'Thitd Year of this War, that the Affairs 
© of the Allies, which through the unfortunate Bat- 
© tle of Spirebach, and the Progreſs of the Enemy 
along the Danube, were brought into a dangerous 
Condition, in reſpect to the Empire and the He- 
© reditary Countries of the Emperor , ſhould be fo 
© re-eſtabliſh'd by the great and memorable Victo- 
© ries of Schellenberg and Blenheim , that the proud, 
and to that time ing, Enemy, ſhould be forc d 
© to quit Bavaria, and retire from the Danube to the 
Weſt. ſide of the Mine? How faint and indifferent 
were the Appearances of the Campaign in the 
* Year 1 iy and yet how Glorious and Advanta- 
_ © geous did the fame * N the Battel of 
© Ramelilies, , and the eduction of ſeveral Towns 
* and Provinces in the Neighbourhood of the State, 
© with which that Victory was attended? And laſt- 
© ly, how ſucceſsful prov'd the Campaign in the

All theſe Inſtances evidently ſhew, That in Affairs

6 rances; inſomuch, that ſuch who regulate their 
Conduct according to the Events which they ima- 
* gine muſt enſue, are often ſhort and wanting in 
the Succeſs, as are thoſe, who promiſing them- 
© ſelves a favourable Seaſon for their Harvelt, neg- 
ect the neceſſary Precautions againſt a bad one. 

Therefore in a good Cauſe, as is unqueſtionably 
* this War, wherein your High Mightineſſes and 
* your Allies are engag'd, no one ought to flacken, 
* or grow remiſs, altho' the Appearances were not 
© {o favourable as they are, but take all imaginable 
Care, that the preſent Proſperity does not create 
too much Preſumption, which is one of its uſual 
Effects, and too great a Confidence in their 
* Forces, and too mean an Opinion of the Power of

© thereby render themſelves Maſters of the reſt of 
Europe. From theſe Preparations and Enterprizes,

* your Allies could think to find their common Re- 
poſe and Security therein. Tis true, the Domi- 
* nions in Italy have been reſtored to their lawful 
© Sovereigns ; but the Enemy is ſtill poſſefs'd of ſome 
* Spaniſh Places upon the Coaſt of Tuſcany, and the 
i Hflands near the ſame, which have always been 
thought abſolutely neceſſary for preſerving the 
* Communication between Spain, and the Domi-

Steps towards a good Peace, and give the Allies 
* the reaſonable Security they requir d. 
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© It was therefore 
* thought of an abſolute Neceſſity, before enterin 
upon formal Negotiations, to agree before-hand, 
© by way of Preliminary Articles, about ſome Points 
that might ſerve as the Ground and Foundation 
* of the Peace to be made; becauſe the Experience 
© of former Treaties and Negotiations of Peace with 
France, had convinced the Allies, that any other 
Method would undoubtedly be prejudicial to 
them, and make them loſe the Advantages of their 
* Alliances. Amongſt theſe Points the Reſtitution 
* of the Spaniſh Monarchy and the Indies to King 
charles, was chiefly inſiſted upon, as a Touch- 
© Stone, to try the Diſpoſitions of the Enemy to 
peace. This Article had been already promiſed 
and conſented to by France, and they repeated 
. again that Promiſe; and to give ſome Colour to 
the ſame, and make People believe that ir ſhould 
* be complyed with, they recalled the French Troops 
© which had been to that time maintained in Spain, 
to afliſt the Duke of Anjou; but notwithſtanding 
this Step, the Exccution of their repeated Promi- 
* ſes was artfully evaded, and conſequently it ap- 
* peared clearly thereby, that France was ſo far from 
entertaining any ſincere Intention to deliver up the

The Negotiations of Peace, Which 
had no other Foundation than the Preliminary

Every Body knows to what Degree of Honour th

built up, may eaſily fall down; but on the contra- 
*ry, the Power of that Crown had at firſt ſolid 
Foundations, and fince the Reign of Charles VII. 
* which includes about 250 Years, the railing and 
building of this Power was gradually carried on, 
* and well cemented by the Acquiſition and Incor- 
* poration of ſeveral fine Provinces, which formerly 
* were ſubject to other Princes; by diſtancing

* and the Marge; and laſtly, the County of Bur- 
* »undy, the City of Stratgbuygh, and ſeveral other 
places bordering on his Dominions, and conve- 
* niently ſituated to enlarge the Limits of his an- 
cient Kingdom, which is naturally {5 populous, 
* that notwithſtanding the great Number of People 
* he has loſt upon Account of Religion, the conti- 
* nual Wars, and the Scarcity of Proviſions, or

* Decay of the Publick Credit deſerves a particular 
y * Attention,as alſo the general Poverty of the King- 
dom. This laſt ought to be more regarded and 
4 MW conſider'd than the Frontiers of a Country; ter 
generally ſpeaking, the good or bad Condition 
* of a Nation, is only clearly known or diſcover'd 
' from the inward Conſtitution and Circumſtances 
* of their Affairs; for notwithſtanding the Fron- 
tiers of a State be cover'd againſt all Foreign In- 
vaſions, or even enlarg'd by Succeſs of Arms, yet 
it is very poſlible that ſuch a State ſhould decline, 
and at laſt be entirely ruin d through the Poverty 
of the Inhabitants, the Multipliciry and Heavi- 
J. neſs of Taxcs, the Waſting and Taking awa 
from them the neceſſary Means for their Subſi- 
; ſtence, and the Loſs of Publick Credit, which, 
even in reſpect to * Families, riſes or falls 
| 3 As 
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as the Debts and neceſſary Charges of the Publick 
are paid. The publick Credit in France, accord. 
ing to undeniable Advices, is argon; fallen and 
loft, through the Non-payment of the Dehts 
of the Crown, notwithſtanding the Introduction 
of many cxtraordinarv Taxes, the Doubling of 
© the Capitation, the Sale or Redemption of the 
* yearly Tax upon the Reſignation of Places and 
© Ofhces, call'd the Paulette, introduced at firſt 
in the Reign of Henry IV. the Creation of Rent; 
* on the Town-houſe; the creating of ſeveral new 
* Othces, and many other new Taxes; and laſtiy, 
* by exacting the Tenth Penny of all the — 
Incomes of the People: So that the Diſcount of 
© their Bills, Notes, and Aſſignations, given upon 
* Provinces, Treaſurers, and other Funds, is ad. 
© vanc'd to One Half, Two Thirds, and even to 
© 'Three Fourths, of the Sum, for which they were 
given out. The Mint-Bills which were iſſued out 
in Payment for prodigious Sums, were fallen to 
* one Half of their nominal Value, through the 
* Nen-payment of the Intereſt , and other ways, 
* which wounded their Credit, before the publiſh: 
ing of ſome Edicts iſſued out ſince, importing,

* culties. This has likewiſe occaſion'd the delay- 
ing of the Payment of the Rents on the Town- 
* houſe of Pars, which, according to creditable 
* Advices, amount to near Fifty Millions of Livro3 
a Year; ſo that the Intereſt due for the Year 1509. 
is not yet paid. To the ſame Cauſes are likewiſe 
* to be attributed the frequent Alterations of the 
* Coyn in France, which have been ſo conſider— 
© able, that in this War, not to mention the for- 


mer, 'tis computed that the "T'wo Reforms of 


the Coyn, and the new Specics, that have been 
* introduc'd , have produc d a Profit to the King 


of Two Fifths of all the Gold and Silver in Fance, 


* and conſequently the fame Lofs to his Subjects. 
* Theſe ſeveral Methods of Oppreſſon have occati- 
* on'd the Decay of their Manufactures, eſpecially 
* of thoſe of Silk, and of Gold and Silver Stu{': ; 
* and a great number of People employed therein, 
have been reduc'd to Beggary. Their Commerce 
* would not have better proſpered than their Mumia. 
* (tures, if the Sale of the Product of their Couutry 
* had been hindered every where, and their Trace 
* and Navigation into the MHeſt-Indies , and the 
* South Sea, either prevented or render'd moe dit 
* cult, as it was formerly done with ęreat Succeſs 
by this State, even in reſpect to the Speniards 
* themſelves ; and laſtly, if the Goods and Mer- 
* chandizes taken at Sea by the Men of War of the 
Enemy, and their Privateers, had not been fi 
fer d to be imported into the Territories of 11:1 
Allies. To theſe mult be likewiſe added, the 


| * Damage, Loſſes, and Inconveniences, that have

After ſo many Diſaſters and Misfortunes, it i; 
certainly a Matter that deſerves the higheſt At. 
tention, how, and by which Means France is able 
to ſupport her ſelf, and how they could find 
Men and Money, for bringing into the Field 
the great Armies they had this Year: They have 
defended and covered their Frontiers on the ide 
of the Rhine and Italy; they had the Superiority 
in Number, with the Troops of the Duke of 
Anjou, at the beginning of the Campaign in Spain; 
and in the Netherlands, they had as great an Army, 
and perhaps greater, than ever they had before. Az 
to the Men (without including the Foreign Troops, 
as Switzers, Germans, and others, which are re- 
cruited by Natives of their reſpective Nations 
they are raiſed by the following Method: Firſt, by 
compelling each Pariſh yearly to furniſh one 
Man; and theſe Pariſhes being more than 25000 
in Number, furniſh one half of the Men required 
to recruit their Forces,, In the next place, the 
other Part is raiſed without any great Pifficuley, 
becauſeiof the Decay of their Manufactures, and the 
Diſcouragement of other Crafts and Works,which, 
in Time of Proſperity and Plenty, flouriſh, and 
employ a great Number of Men, who now 
are forced, through Want of Work, to liſt them- 
* ſelves in the King's Service, notwithſtanding the 


© ſmall Pay they receive; and conſequently it mult 


© be believ'd, that the Poverty and Miſery of the 


' * People will conſtantly ſupply that Crown with 


© a ſufficient Number of Men for the War. And 
as to the maintaining of the ſaid 'Troops, and 
providing the other Neceſſaries, without which 
Armies cannot take the Field, which it ſeems has 
been prefer'd to all other Conſiderations, there is 
no doubt, but that what has been ſpar'd by the 
* ſuſpending of extraordinary Armaments of Ships 
and Gallies, which yearly has amounted to 4 
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great Sum, has been applied to that Service, as FW 


* alſo the Sums produced y the Alterations of the 
Coin, the retarding and ſuſpending the Payment 
of the Rents on the Town-houſe of Pris, number- 
$ leſs Salaries and Penſions, which altogether amount 
to little leſs, if not to as much, than their extra- 
ordinary Charges of the War. ”Tis true, and it 
* cannot be deny d, that theſe Ways and Charges 
* are very burthenſom, and affect the People in a 
moſt ſenſible manner; that they are no laſting 
Funds; that therefore the Enemy cannot rely on 
the ſame for the Continuation of the War, and 
that conſequently they will want in a ſhort time, 


as they begin already to do, the chief Sinews of 


the War for the Proſecution of the fame. 

* But how diſtreſs'd ſoever, and embarraſs'd 
* France may be at this time, it ought not to be 
omitted, but rather earneſtly and continually con- 
* (ider'd, how eaſy it is to that Crown to recover 
© her ſelf, if ſhe has but Time to breath and leſlen 
her Charges. This Truth may be learned from 
Experience, if Men would reflect how France re- 
triev'd her Affairs, after ſeveral conſiderable 
* Defeats and Misforrunes ; as the Loſs of the Battles 
| of Poictiers, Crecy, Pavia, and ſeveral others, in 
* which two of their Kings were taken Priſoners : 
* How much, during the Minority of the laſt Kings 
* of the Line of Vatois, and ſince, till the Regency 
* of the preſent King, the Affairs of that Nation 
were entangled and embarraſs'd, being at the ſame 


time attacked from Abroad, and torn in pieces by- 


* inteſtine Troubles at Home; yet they always 
found Means,at theſe ſeveral times, to recover their 
former Luſtre: And conſequently, it may be at- 
* firm'd, and not without Foundation, that per- 
* haps for ſeveral Centuries paſt, no Kingdom has 
been ſo often and ſo violently diſturbed and ſha- 
* ken, and yet has extricated itſelf out of thoſe 
* Dangers and Difficulties, with ſo much good Luck 
"and Advantage; like thoſe ſtrong Bodies, which, 
* when ſeized with violent and dangerous Diſeaſes, 
overcome the ſame, and preſently recover their for- 
mer Vigour, by the Force of their Nature and 
* Conſtitution : But if People will not be at the 
: Pains to reflect on Events of former Tg 
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u what has happen'd theſe Fifty Years paſt, will 
be ſufficient to prove what has been advanc'd; fo; 
© fince that time, between the ſucceſſive Wars that 
* Crown has carried on, ſhe has thought an Inter. 
val of Six Years at moſt, a ſufficient time to re. 
© cover her. Affairs, and begin new Trouble: 
The Peace of the Pyrenees, which put an end to x 
War of many Years ſtanding, ſirſt againſt the 
* whole Houſe of Auſtria, and afterwards againſt 
© Spain alone, and conſequently promiſed ſome Du. 
© ration, did not continue longer than the Interval 
* aforeſaid, when the French invaded the $ amiſh 
Netherlands, without any Regard to the Neigh. 
© bouring Powers, and the Intereſt they had in the 
© Defence of thoſe Countries: And when the Diffe. 
* ferences about the ſame were pacify'd, they began, 
© four Years after, a War againſt your High-Migh: 
* tineſſes, and afterwards againſt the Emperor, the 
* whole Empire, and the Kingdom of Spain. The 
© Peace of Nimeguen, which follow'd ſoon after, 
© did ſcarce deſerve the Name of a Peace, becauſ 
of the continual Enterprizes and Invaſions the 
© French made againſt the Tenour thereof: And 
© laſtly, that of Reſwick did not in effect continue 
© above three Years. Beſides what has been ob. 
« ſerv'd, it is to be conſidered likewiſe, that alrhough 
© the late famous Preliminaries had been executed, 
© or were ever brought to take effect, and that ac. 
* cordingly the Freach ſhould reſtore the ſeveral 
* Towns and Provinces mentioned therein, yet th: 
* Kingdom of France would remain of a larger Ex: 
tent than it was formerly, becauſe of the Hanel: 
© Comte, and the Cambreſis left to them: and that cn

for two Ends: Firſt, that the Enemy being

$ conveniences and Dithculrics, it is of the utmoſt 
Neceility, & nunc, aut nunquam, to improve the

The Doctor in this Article is charg'd with ha- 
ving maintain'd, That the neceſſary Means uſed to 
bring about the late happy Revolution, were odious and 
unjuſtiſiable. To ſupport this, the Commons ſay, 
That having aſſerted the general Propoſition of the 
Unlawfulneſs of reſiſting the Supreme Power, and 
not havig excepted the particular Caſe of Reſiſtance 
that was made uſe of, as a Means to bring about the 
late happy Revolution ; he does thereby reflect 
both upon the Means, and upon the ſaid Revolu- 
tion. In Anſwer to this, there have been two 
things inſiſted upon to your Lordſhips, in Behalf 
of the Doctor, by his Council: Firlt, That in Ca- 
ſes of ſuch a Nature as this, the Exception is al- 
ways imploy'd in the | wav Rule; and there was 
a very unanſwerable Inſtance brought in Proof of 
this, at leaſt to moſt of your Lordſhips; it was the 
Oath of Allegiance to King Fames ; all thoſe 
that took that Oath, rook it in general Words ;

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James, This the Prince himſelf owns, when he ſays

My Lords, I take it to beof moſt dangerous Con- 
ſequence, to judge any Man by Suggeſtions and 
Innuendos : Let what will be faid to juſti- 
fy it, it ſhall never be the Rule of my Judg- 
ment. 

Groundleſs Suggeſtions, My Lords, have within 
my Memory, been the Pretence of Power, to co- 
ver illegal _—_—_— with the Shew of Reaſon, 
to the Publick. I will give your Lordſhip but one 
Inſtance of it: It was the Caſe of a Reverend Pre- 
late, now in the Houſe; I mean, the Archbiſhop 
of York, His Grace was then Dr: Sharpe only. It 
was in the Year Eighty Six; there was an Order, 
directed by way of Letter to the Proteſtant Biſhops, 
to diſcharge all the Inferior Clergy from preaching 
upon controverted Points in Divinity. They 
thought it ſerved the Deſigns of Popery, then, to 
direct Miniſters how they ſhould preach ; which 
was, in effect, to forbid them to defend their Re- 
ligion. This Precedent was taken from an Order 
in Queen Mary's Time, ſays the Printed Account; 
when at the ſame time, it was attack d by the 8 
miſh Prieſts with all the Vigour they were capab 
of, whilſt the Popiſh Sermons and Diſcourſes were 
Printed by Authority. Notwithſtanding this Or- 
der, the Dofor took Occaſion in ſome of his Ser- 
mons, to vindicate the Church of England, in Op- 
poſition to the Frauds and Corruptions of Popery. 
But this, by the Court Emiſſaries, was interpre- 
red much the ſame way as the Doctor's Sermon 
is now, to be endeavouring to beget in the Minds 
of his Hearers, an ill Opinion of the King, and 
his Government, by inſinuating Fears and Jea- 
louſies, ro diſpoſe them to Diſcontent, and to 
lead them into Schiſm, Diſobedience and Re-

the Queen's I roops there. | 

In June, 1704, being retired in the Country,

Upon my Arrival at Lisbon, F found the two

* was ſoon reſolv'd to retire into Winter Quar- 
* ters, 
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ad The Troops being in Quarters, I went to = | 


u. Lisbon, where I had certain Advice, that Gibraltar 
ail © was beſieg'd, and Mareſchal Theſſe gone thither; 
ed © upon which, conſidering the Importance of the 
T © Place, I immediately ſent the Prince of Heſſe Four

* defire. The Earl accepted of my Offer, and 
o © choſe the Royal Regiment of Dragoons, and 
Yr : Cunningbam's, taking likewiſe an Order with him 
e from me, to the Governour of Gibraltar, for ſuch 
t © Regiments from thence as he ſhould think fit to 
it take on Board, leaving only a ſufficient Garriſon

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After the King of Spain, and my Lord Peter 
© borow were ſail'd, with great Difhculty I prevail'd 
upon the Portugueze to beſiege Badajox in Au- 
tumn; but inſtead of taking the Field, as We had 
* agreed to do, in the beginning of September, it 
© was the 2d of October before I could get them to 
- © inveſt the Place, under the Command of the 
Marquis Das Minas, Our Cannon had already 
begun to play with Succeſs, when an Accident 
* happen'd in a Battery, which I went thither to 
© repair; and being there to give the neceſſary Order 
© for that Purpoſe, 1 loſt my Arm by a Cannon- 
Shot from the Town; but it is the general Opi- 
nion, that if the Diſpoſition, which I put in Wri- 
ting, the very Morning the Misfortune happen'd 
to me, and propos'd to a Council of War, where 
the ſame was agreed ſto, had been duly executed, 
* Mareſchal Theſe could never have reliev'd the 
Place, which muſt neceſſarily have fallen into 
* our Hands, in a very few Days. 

* Not long after the Siege was raiſed, News 
came of the Surrender of Barcelona to King Charles ; 
and, about a Month after, that Mareſchal Theſe? 
had march'd with the beſt Part of the Forces, 
* quarter'd on the Frontier of Portugal, in order 
to joyn the Duke of Anjou, and beſiege Barcelona 

again. 

Upon this, I reſolved to propoſe to the Portu- 

* gueze to march to Madrid, concluding, that ei- 
ther the Duke of Anjou would, by this means, be 
* obliged to quit the Siege of Barcelona, or elſe that 
* we could meet with no Oppolition in our Way. 
For this Purpoſe, I took a Journey to Lisbon, even 
* while my Wound, upon the cutring off my Arm, 
Was ſtill open, and had ſuch Succeſs with the 
% Rag of Portugal, that his Troops took the Field, 
* the following Spring, by the 26th of March, N. S. 
* under the Command — the Marquis Das Minas, 
* with Intention to beſiege Alcantara, and march 
© that way to Madrid. Mean time the Duke of 
* Berwick, who had been ſent to command on the 
Frontier of Portugal in Mareſchal Theſe's ſtead, 
had thrown Ten Regiments of Foot into Badajox 
* and march'd with ſeven more, and a Body o 
- 4000 Horſe, towards Alcantara, in order to rein- 
\ force 
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force that Garriſon, by the Addition of thoſe L-yV 


f ſeven Regiments, which he had accordingly left 
there, and then came back to Brocas with his Ca- 
* valry, where we ſurpriz d him, beat his Rear. 
* Guard, puriaed him a conſiderable Way, and 
took Poſſeſſion of the Caſtle of Brocas, in which 
place we left a Garriſon to cover our Foragers, 
during the Time that we ſhould lie before 
Alcantara. N 

After this, we continued our March to Alcan- 
* tara, Which ſurrendred to us in a very few Days; 
* we took Ten good Battalions Priſoners of War 
there, and found above Sixty Pieces of Cannon 
* in the Place, with great Store of ſmall Arms and 
* Aramunition. | 

Alter the Surrender of Alcantara, we croſs'd the 
* Tagus there, and having taken in ſome Places of 
* {mall Note upon our March, and forc'd a Paſs at 
* Maſſagona, where the Enemy had entrenched 
* themſelves, we advanc'd as far as the Bridge of 
* Almaras, 

But here the Portugueʒe refolv'd unanimouſly to 


* return Home again, notwithſtanding all the Argu- 


* ments the Generals of the Allies could offer to the 
* contrary, which happen'd very unfortunately ; for 
had the Army march'd directly from thence to 


Madrid, in all Probability, we muſt have arriv'd' 


there at the ſame time with the News of the 
Duke of Anjou's being return'd to France; 
* the Dutcheſs muſt have been oblig'd to eſcape 
alone; and the Tribunals being till there, 
tis very likely the War would have been 

over. | 
Some of the Portuzueze were willing to go back 
and beſiege Badaſox, which was entirely laving 
* aſide all Thoughts of Madrid, but others for 
F attacking Ciudad Rodrigo, and by joyning with

The Portugueze Generals, and thoſe of the Al-

Importance to us, to be immediately joyn'd by the 
Forces with the King, and under the Earl of

© Beſides, his Lordſhip forgets that he came not to 
* Guadalaxara, till ſome Days after the Portugueze 
* had been actually incamp'd there, as I can make

In reply to this 
Paragraph, I do affirm, that the Poreugueze ſtaid 
no longer time at Madrid, than was neceſſary to

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And though his Lordſhip avers in his Anſwer WW 


to this Queſtion, ——That this Retreat was made 
* againſt the King's Opinion, and that of all his Officers 
* and Miniſters; it is Certain the Retreat was con- 
* certed and agreed upon in a Council of War. 


Tis true ſome Perſons about the King ſeem'd, at 


firſt, inclinable to have taken Quarters in Ceſtile, 


but that was ſoon after found impracticable; for 
none of thoſe Spaniards, who were beſt acquainted 


* with the Country, could make a Diſpoſition of 


* Quarters, where the Troops could be ſecure; and 
therefore it was reſolved immediately to crofs the 
* Tagus, before the approaching Rains ſhould have 
*rendred the Fords impracticable; which being 
done, our next Deſign was to have lodg'd our 
* ſelves behind the River Xucar: But neither could 
* this be done, without taking a ſmall Town with a 
* Caſtle upon that River, that commanded a Bridge, 
* where the Enemy had a Garriſon ; and therefore

* but by the Delay of the King's Generals, the 
Execution of this Matter was ſo long deferr'd,

* Nor is it to be wondred, that Count Noyelles, 1n 
his Letter to the Earl of Peterborow, ſhauld ſeem

* derhand to ridicule thoſe very Opinions in Coun- 
© cils of War, to which he had given his own Aſ- 
* ſent : For being diſappointed of the Command of 
the Army, (which was what he expected at his 
* firſt Arrival) he ſeem'd reſolvd, that no other 
General ſhould have an Army to command. Tis 
* very notorious, that a Dutch and Spanifh Batta - 
lion, with a Detachment of Engliſh and Portugueze, 
* amounting to above 3000 Men, were ſent to

been teſolw d ta retreat to Valencia) purely ta la- 
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GWYV' © tisfy his Importunity; for I always foreſaw, it 


© would be impoſſible to protect a Garriſon ar that 
© Diſtance from our Quarters ; but what is ſtill more 
extraordinary, the ſending the King's Troops into 
* Arragon with part of the Dutch, who might 
© otherwiſe have been at the Battle of Almanza, 
* was another fatal Effect of Count Noyelles's Ad- 
* vice. | 

In the Earl of Peterborww's Anſwer to the Fourth 
© Queſtion, he is pleas'd to fay, That ſeveral 
© Councils of Mar were held in the Menth of January, 
© at Valencia, about the time that Intelligence was 
brought, that the Forces under the Earl Rivers, were 
© entred into the Mediterranean, in order to adjuſt the 


© Meaſures for the enſuing Campaign: That the Mat- 


© ters therein debated were p incipally, Ahether the Army 
* ſhould march towards Madrid, and ſeek the Enemy ? 
In the Debates, the Earl of Peterborom poſitively aſ- 
* ſures, That the Earl of Galway, Mr. Stanhope, and 
© the Lord Tyrawley, ſupported thoſe Meaſures with 
© the Portugueze General; and that the King, the C. 
de Noyelles, the Spaniſh Generals and Miniſters, 
© with himſelf, argued ſtrongly againſt theſe Meaſures, 
© a5 highly dangerous and impratticable; and this in ro- 
* peated Councils of Mar, till, at laſt, the Earl of 
© Pererborow, ſollicited by the King of Spain to renew 
© the Debate, deſired the King, that he would order all, 
© calfd to the Council to bring their Opinions in Mi- 
© ting, that every Bodys Opinion, and Reaſons for that 
Opinion might appear, and be known to the World; 
which according to the King's Cemmends were put in 
* Writing, and delivered at the Council. 

In Reply to this Aſſertion, I would beg Leave 
© to appeal to your Lordſhips Memories, whether, 
upon the firſt mention of theſe Reſolutions in this 
moſt Henourable Houſe, the Earl did not as poſi- 
* tively affirm, That the Concluſroe Council for the Opera- 
* tions of the enſuing Campaign was held on the 15th of 
January, and whether he did not effer to deprſe on

© both as to the time of holding chat Council, and 
* as to the Perſons who voted for an Offenſive War. 
* His Lordſhip is now fo far from confining himſelf 
* to a Day, that he takes in the whole Month, and 
by accuſmg us more modeſtly, for having oppoſed 
* only the King, Count Noyelles, himſelf, and the 
n Spaniſh Generals and Miniſters, leaves half the 
Council on our fide; For ſuppoſing all the Spaniſh 
Generals and Miniſters to — aſliſted at that 
Council, there could only have been Twelve Per- 
* ſons there, viz. Prince Lichtenſtein, Count Orope- 
* za, Count Corſana, Count Cardona, Count Noyelles, 
my Lord Peterborow, the Marquiſs das Minas, 
Count d Aſſumar, my Lord Tyrawley, Mr. Stanhope, 
* Monſieur Freiſheim, and I. The laſt Six his Lord- 
* ſhip has plainly left on our ſide; but my Lord 
* Tyrawley poſitively affirms, Count Orcpeza was of 
the ſame Opinion; and believes Count Corſana was 
*ſo too. Thus taking the Matter as the Earl of 
© Peterborow is pleas d to ſtate it, we had an Equali- 
* ty, and as my Lord Tyrawley remembers, the greater 
* Number of our Party. 

Perhaps, when my Lord Peterborow contends fo 
* politively to prove that Council of the 15th of 
* Fanuary Concluſive, he was led into that ERROR
